Whea the two Miffionaries entred into Cani/iz, they had fome 
Horfes for themfelves, and the Chriftians thar accompanied them. 
The Berbartans, who had never feen any Horfés or Europeans, 
were amaz'd at it, imagining as-they own’d fince, that the Ma 
his Hat, his Clothes and Horfes were all one Creature. One o 
the Interpreters explain’d to them the Defign of the Fathers, who 
came from the other end of the World to teach them the know- 
: none worfhip of the True God. Then they gave them what 
ions they thought were moft fuitable to their Capacities : 
And from that Day:a great number of thefe poor People fol- 
low’d the Fathers, as a Flock of Sheep dorh the Shepherd, and 
peraggs to bring feveral thoufands of their Country men aftet . 


The Fathers began by. perfwading thofe that would follow 
them to fix their Habitations, and for that end they chofe a Plain 
very well fituated aboutthe 14th degree of South Latirude. This 
Place has om the South dnd Eaft a Plain feveraf Leagues in extent, 
planted with fine Palm Trees at a diftance; on the North it has 
a large River ndm’d Cacurula, which is well ftor’d with F ifh; and 
on the Weft it has vaft Forrefts of odoriferous Trees, very pro:

afia founds his: Proofs-on:three: Medals -or!:Piecés of Money 
coin’d at Antioch, the Capital of Syria, under the Government of 
Varus. "The fubitance’of his Proofs are as foliow. oe 
: Jefus Chrift was botn in the Reign of Herod the Great, a little 

tore: the death of that Prince; fince, according to the Evange- 
lift, Archelaus his Son reign’d in Fudea when Jefus Chrift-return'd 
from Egypr, tot cheat aay easing hith turn’d back into Ga- 
lilee, - Herod died when ‘Varus was Governor of Syria, as thall 
be prov’d anon. -Varas was: Governor of that Province three 
Years, and fucceeded Sarurninus in the 748th Year of Rome, 
which appears by. the firft Medal of Varus, that repréfents on one 
fide: Fupiter, the Tutelar God of Antioch, with the name of that 
City,-and that of Varu¥, who was Governor of it ;.and on the 
other fide the Genius of; the fame Gity on Rocks water'd: by a_ 
River, with thefé two Numerical Letters E. K. 2. ¢. 25. which 
i Eeee denotes 
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denotes the 25th Year of the 4th Epocha of Aztioch, which be- 
gan at the Battel of AMftwm, fought on the 2d of September, in 
the 723d Year after the Foundation of Rome. 

A Medal that the City of Aztioch caufed to be ftrock in Ho- 
nour of Agguffas,when it declar'd for that Prince,fhews the Truth 
of this Epocha. But the 25th Year after the Bactel of AGszzn, 
is juft the 748th Year of Rowe, and they anfwer within fix 
Months, becaufe one begins in the Month of September and the- 
other in the Month of March. . 

The Proof that it was the fame Year that Varus fucceeded Sz- 
turninus in the Government of Syria, is taken out of the Hiftory 
of Fofepbus, Lib. 17. According to that Hiftorianjone Si//ews an 
Arabian, who tor his reproaching Hered to Auguftus, had been 
condemn’d: to Death by that Emperor, and fent back into his: 
own Country to pay his Debts before his death, had the bold- 
nefs after that ‘Arreft to bribe a Corinthian of Hered’s Guard, 
whom he folicited by two Arabiezs, to kill that Prince. Herod 
difcovering that Confpiracy, fent the Corinthian and the two 
Arabians to Saturninus, who fent them to Rome to be tried. _- 

Fofepbus adds, That at that time Herod had fent his Son Azti- 
pater to Rome with his Will, whereby he declar’d him his Suc- 
ceflor, that Augwffus might approve of his Choice. Then Sefwr- 
ninus was {till Governor of Syria while Aatipater was at Rome, 
in the Year 784, and, conféquently, fince Varus’s Medal proves 
that he was Governor of the Province this fame Year, it was 
that Year he fucceeded Szturzinus. . 

Antipater, impatient to Reign, form’d a horrible Defign to 
fhorten the few s his Father had to live. This unfortunate 
Prince, who, to fatishie his Ambition, had already by his Calum- 
nies caufed his two Brethren A/exander and Ariffobulus to be put 
to death, refoly'd to-poifon the King his Father, that he might: 
the iooner-mount the Throne. 

When he fet out for Rome; he left with Pheroras his Uncle,and 
one of his Accomplices, a Poifon he had got from Egypr, to give 
itthe King during hisabfénce. But Pherores died, and Anti- 
pater’s Defign was difcover’d whilft he was at Rome, Verus was 
then in the 2d Year of his Government of Spriz. A fecond Me- 
Cal was firuck at Antioch like the firft, with almoft the fame: 
Numerical Letters, SK. 2. ¢. the 26th Year of the Antiochian’ 
Epocha, the 749th Year after the Foundation of Rome, .

Hered diffembling his Anger, recall’d his Son from Rose, 
where he had been a long time, and as he was on bis return Va- 
rus beingat Ferufalem, Gerod accuind his Son before thar Go- 
vernor, whom he made Judge; and Avtipater was found guilty 
of the Crime. Whereupon Varws return’d to Axtioch, and Hered 
fent Ambafladors to dagajiws, to inform him of his Sons Trea- 
chery, and to defire leave to punifh him. 

At this time the King fell fo dangeroufly ill, that it was re- 
— at et ere that he was dead. Two Iaterpreters of the 

w raifed a Sedition, by pulling down a Golden Eagle, which 
Herod had confecrated, from the Porch of the Temple. Where- 
upon that Prince, who was naturally cruel, being provok’d by this 
Contempr, fent the Authors of that Sedition in Chains to Feriely, 
and cauting himielf to be carried thither in his Litter, aflembled 
the chief of the ¥ews, and complain’d {0 heavily of this AGtion, 
that he got the Malefattors to be burnt alive. 

That Night there happen’d an Eclipfe of the Moon, which 
M. Vaillant makes ufé of to prove the the time of Herad’s death, 
and fays, that on the 13th of Merch, in the 750th Year from the 
Foundation of Rome, at three in the Afternoon, that Prince by 
his Phyficians Advice was carried to the hot Waters of Cad/iree, 
which run into the Lake A/phaltites, but not receiving any Eafe 
he went to Fericho, where he had leave from Axguftzs to punifh 
his Son-how he pleafed. This News rejoyed him much, but be- 
ing in intollerable Pain, he was going to kill himfelf out of De- 
fpair, had not one of his Grand-Children hinder’d him. The 
Rumour which this occafioned in the Palace, made People be- 
lieve he was dead, which coming to Aztipater’s Ears, gave him 
hopes of fucceeding to the Throne: In order to effeét this, he did 
all he could to corrupt the Commander ofhis Fathers Guards ; but 
he was fo far from confenting to it,that he acquainted the King 
with it; who raifing himfelf upon his Elbow, weak as he was, 
commanded one of his Guards to go and kill Amtipater. Herod 
died five days after, and Archelaks his Son, whom he had nam’d 
his Succeffor,made him a’ Pompous Funeral. 

He had {carce mounted the Throne, when fome feditious Per- 
fons demanded Revenge for the rwo Interpreters of the Law, 
whom Hered had put to death, The new King endeavour'd to 
appeafe them by foft Methods,.but in vain, The Rebels kept 
themfélves in’ the Templo, and the Feaft of the Paflover ap- 


proaching, Archelaws was afraid that the Rebellion might en- 
Ecee 2 creafo 
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creafe by the Concourfe of the People, and therefore fent Troops: 
to'reduce the Seditious, but chey kill’d moft of his Soldiers, 
which obliged him to fend all his Army aguinft them, who kill’d 
3000 Of the Rebels, and: put the reft to fight ; upon which. he 
ordered all the People to retire, and made them give; over the 
Celebration of the Paffeover. | | 
This proves that Herod was not dead in November 750, as 
fome have affirni’d, but about the time of the Pafleover that Year. 
It was inthe 3d Year of the Government of Varws, as appears 
by rhe 3d Medal of that Governour, coin’d at Aptiech as well. as 
the reft, with ‘the Numeral Letters Z. K..that. is. to fay, the 
27th Year of the Epocha of Axtioch, which anfwers to.the 75cth 
of Rome. thee : 
The Computation of Fo/epbus confirms the Death of Herod 
this Year. ‘He fays, that Prince reign’d 37,Years after he de- 
thron’d Antigonus, and which comes to the. fame thing. 34 Years 
after he-was declar’d King {at Rome. . This. was ia the Year 17. 
to which, if we add 34 Years, it makes jult 790, : 
Archelaas: went to Rome to be confirm’d King, and _ftaid, there 
till Pentecoft, but obtain’d only from Axguftus, the Title of. Te- 
trarch of , Fudea, Fdamea-and Samaria. Ot thofe two Brothers, 
Hered Antipas had Gelilee, with the Country beyond Jordaz, 
and Philip had Batanea and the Treconites. Archelaus kept -his 
Government 9 Years only, for he was banifh’d in the roth Year 
of his Reign, upon the Complaints of his Subjef&ts to Auguftus 
37 Years after the Battle of A&ium, which anfwers exactly. to 
the 760th Year of Rome,tand is anew proof that Herod. died

Hérace excuies himfelf for not.wri- 
ting to him,, becaufe he had declarid to him, at his departure, that 
he. would. nor write, and becaufe being lafic. his Negligence ‘onght 
to be allow’d as a lawful Excufe, © 20 pop ok opty ooycl4 oy Up 
. He afterwards gives fiye Reafons, whieh bindted his fending him 
Verfes,; the firlt was, that having, tum’'d Oet to; get rid ot his 
Poverty, the fhould.be.a Fook to.apply, himfelf: to it now-when 
he had an Eftate. . The fecond.was, that old, Age, which had al- 
ready depriv’d him of his Sight, Love; and Pleafures, endeavour'd 
likewife to deprive, him of. thay Pafhon which he alya ys had Lor 
Poefie.... The third was, that the Tafte of Men digerd fo. much, 
that it was impoflible to content them let him do what he could. 
The 4th was, that he bad.too, much bufinefs upon him at Rome, 
to find time ard conveniency for making Verfes. The sth was, 
that making of Verfes is an Amufement fit for young People, and 
that it was fitter fox one, of his Yeats¢o think of regulating his

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M. Borvin fhow’d that this laft reafon joins very well with

Commentators fay, that in thefe 54 Verfes Horace blames the 
Impertinences of the Poets: Heinfius fays the fame thing: The 
fotmer would prove by this, that thefe Verfés belong to the 
Epiftle to Florus, and that it’s one of the Reafons Horace brings 
for his not making more Verfes. Heinfius would alfo prove by this, 
that we are to add thefeVerfes where he fays we fhould. But M.Boi- 
vin refutes the former by thefe words, Verum gaudent beati, for 
if the Poets are happy,*whatever.they doghat’s rota Reafon not 
to be a Poet: He retutes Heznfizs by the fequel of thefe Verfés, 
whereby it appears that Horace does not {peak by way of Irony , 
but, on the contrary, by way of Kapture, and honours himfelf 
by {peaking of Auguftas. | 

He gives'a wonderful Elogiam of a Poet, who like a pure 
rapid River, enriches his Stile. by Words revives or invents, and ~ 
which Cu{tom authorizes afterwards, who: cuts off all that has 
neither beauty nor grace, and all that is fuperfluous, who foftens 
what i$ too harfh,and who tormenting it himfelfa hundred ways, 
feems only to play and jeit Its plain that Horace does not 
fpeak thus to reproach the Poets for their Impertinencies.

The fequel fhews plainly that he endeavours to excufe certain’

The reft of the 54 Verfes, wherein Horace gives us a Defcri- 
ption of a Man who pleafed himfelf extreamly in—fpending the 
whole Day in a Theatre, imagining he fhould hear there wonder- 
ful Tragedies, has no Connexion with the Epiftle to Florus, and 
agrees exactly with the place where M. Borvin adds thefé Vertes. 
For Horace having faid that Fancies change,.and that. the Ro- 
mans, who were formerly bufie in learning Juftice-and Methods. 
to lay out their Money, were fince fell in love with Poefic, he 
ought confequently to give the-Reafon, and. fhew. why-all of em 
compos’d Verfes, both the Learned and Unlearned.

M. Vaillant, Jan. who is lately entred the Academy, fead a 
Differtation on'the Medal of dchews, This Medal is a Rarity, 
to be found no where but in the King’s Cabinet. “On this occati- 
on M. Vaillant gave the Hiltory ot Aches, who reign’d in’ -Affa 
Minor.’ This Prince was- Coufin: to Avriochus Il) firnamed the 
Great, King of Syria. He.afhited them againft Arta/us, King of 
Pergdimus, trom whom he recovered all the Provinces he had ta 
ken from Aztzochus. 

His Valor gain’d him fuch an Efteem,that they refolved to make 
him King of the Countries he had conquered ; bur he rejected 
that Offer with much generofity. HisCovfin Azriochus, hearing 
of it, thought he could dono lefs than leave’ him the “Govertt= 
ment of thofe Provinces, Whilft Antiochus was employed: in a 
War in Syria, Acheus took upon himfelf the ‘Title of King of 
all the Provinces, of which Azsiochus had made him Goyernor, 
and coin’d Money in his own Name. pe ee 

The Medal in the King’s Cabinet was ftruck at this time. On 
one fide there is Achexs covered with. a Lions Skin, and having 
the Title of King, and on the Reverfe an Eagle, the Symbol of 
Power and Valour. Avtiochus complain’d of the Proceedings of 
Acheus, but turn’d*his Arms againft Ptolomy Philopater, King of 
Egypt, his mortal Enemy. He was beat at the famous Battle of 
Raphia, and-forc’d to beg Peace of Pro/amy, who granted it, 

Afterwards he join’d with Arra/us, King of Pergamys, and deé- 
clar'd War againlt Acheus, which he managed with more Succefs 
than that againft the King of Egypr. For in a fhort time he fore’d 
him to retire to Sardis, the Metropolis of Lydia, where he kepre 
him befieg’d for two Years. This City was reckon’d the {tfon- 
geft in the World. : ah: ds alg 

When the Béfiegers defpair’d to take it, an Officer’ of Aihio- 
‘chus’s Army obfery’d, as going round the City, ‘a’Place where 
Vulturés perch’d, becaufe rhey ‘found dead Bodies there. “Having 
carefully examin’d this Place, he found it was not guard<d , where- 
‘upon he immediately inform’d Antiochus of it, who. attack’d 
the City on another fide,‘ whilft his Troops entred without any 
difficulty through this unguarded Paflage, and made themfelves 
Mafters of the City. . 


F £ ff Acheus 
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Acheus retir’d into the Citadel. Prolomy knowing to what Ex. 
tremity that Prince was reduc’d, ruin’d him. by endeavouring to 
fave him ; for having ordered two Cretans to favour his Eftape, 
thofe Men, inftead of faving Acbeus, delivered him to Aztio- 
chus. Not that Acheus did not miftruft them; for he went out 
of Sardis unknown to them, and in difguife, with only three 
Officers. Bolis, one of thefe Cretans, did not know him, but by 
the Veneration and Efteem the three Officers that accompanied: 
him, fhew’d him on the Road. 

As foon as Antiochus was Mafter of Acheus, he afflembled his 
Council, wherein it was refolv’d to cut off his Feet and Head, 
which was accordingly done, and his Body was hang’d up in an 
Affes Skin. This Prince was full vifag’d, of a mild Countenance, 
and ‘had a handfom Nofe. Here M. Vail/ant obferv’d that one. 
great Advantage of Medals is, that they preferve us the Pictures 
of great Men. |

M. Hombéng tead very curious fingular and and well grounded ° 
Obfervations on the Nature of Gold-andSilver. He gives us ano- 
ther fort, of Deftription of them than ever was given before. He 
did not arrive to this Knowledge by common riments, but 
by a Method that was hitherto reckon’d impra€ticable: For com- 
mon Fire being too weak to diffolve entirely thofe two Metals, 
and the Fire of the Sun being alfo ufelefs for that end, for want - 
of acommodious Burning -GlafS) it was Satay. thought that thofe: 
Metals were fix’d. Hitherto we usd only Concave Glaffes, and 
the Sun Beams-reflefting through them -from top to bottom, and . 
the Metallick Matters we expofé to their.Focus, could: not be 
contain’d in any-Veffel, but run.as foon as-melted, fo that we 
could carry the Operation no farther. To obviate this inconve-- 
nico. we muft have Recourfe to Lenticular Glaffes, through - 
which the. Beams pafs and re-unite from top to bottom; which . 
2 a eafie for us to keep-the Materials in operation as long as* 
we pleafe. | 
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“But we had no Reafon'to hope that we fhould be able to caft 
Lenticular Glaffes of a fufficient bignefs, which notwithftanding 
their thicknefS might tranfmit the Sun-beams ,; nor when we had 
caft them, that we could ‘work on Mafles of fo enormous a 
“Weight. M. T/chirabaus, one of the Fellows of the Academy, 
was the firft that form’d the Defign, and has happily executed it. 
Irs from him the Duke of Or/eance got that great Burning Glafs 
which is.in the Royal Palace, that M. Homberg made fuch great 
ofe of. This Glaf§ is a Lentil of three Foot Diameter, whofe 
‘Focus is twelve Foot, but reducd to nine, by another Lentil of 
one Foot Diameter, at about eight Foot diftance from the greater. 
Thefe two Lentils anfwer exa€tly, and are faften’d on the fame 
Arms of the Lever that are moved upon Wheels, which we can 
-highten according to the hight of the Sun. M. Homberg, the bet- 
ter to fhew the manner of this Machine, produc’d a little one of 
the fame ftru€ture.. The Obfervations this famous Academick has 
made, confift in proving, that Gold and Silver are diffolvable be- 
fore the Fire of the Sun, as other Metals are by the Fire of Fur- 
naces. Gold difappears before it three ways. 
1. Fine Gold reduc’d to Lime by Spirit of Salt fmeaks much, 
oe part of it changes into a GlafS-of a very deep violet Co- 
our. 
2,'Gold calcin’d by Mercury, fmeaks alfo very much, and pate 
of it changes into a GlafS without Colour, tranfparent, which 
grows darker afterwards: by- holding it for fome time in the melt- 
ing Pot with the Gold, and takes the Colour of a Girafol, then 
a Milk White, and then a Brown, inclining fomewhat to a 
3. Gold melted in a Lump is covered immediately by a fort 
of Duft, which prefently forms it felf into a Drop of Green Glafs 
that {wims. upon :the furface of Metal; this Drop augments by 
- degrees fucceliively, by a new Duff, till all the Gold be vitrified. 
To Semi this: tion, we muit not hold the melted Gold 
exattly\to the Focus of the two Burning-Glafles, but muft keep 
it ata diftance, becaufe of the too great Violence of the Fire. For 
this Reafon.M. Homberg obferv'd three Places in which we might 
expoie the Gold. 
1, The exa& Point of the Focus, where, when. we hold the 
melted Gold, it immediately grows rough, then diffolves into 
fimall Grains, which being gather’d upon a Sheet of Paper, appear 


like little Globes perfeétly round.

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> 2. When we remove the Metal from the burning Point, fo. as 
It appears no more ro be rough. 
3. When we remove it yet further, fo as it only finoaks. Thus. 
in the -firft of thofé three Points, the melted Gold diffolyes ir felf 
into Grains. .In the 2d it forms it felf into Glafs ;, and in the 
3d it only fmoaks. : : ; 
_. Silver is volatilis’d as Gold by the heat of the Sun, buf much 
more eafily, and {moaks more. That which has been refin’d by 
Lead, forms a Powder that does not vitrifie, but lofes.abundance 
of its Weight, fora Dram of Silver lofes 26 Grains, which is a 
diminution of above one third. “Silver purified by Antimony 
fmoaks more than the other, and vitrifies not by forming a Drop 
upon thé Metal, as it happens in Gold, but by extending it felf 
Tike yellow Varnifh upon the furface of the Silver. This Glafs. 
differs alfo from that. of Gold, as being Volatile, and diffolves in- 
to Smoak with the Mafs of Silver. Ge $1 AGE ee 
M. Homberg obferv’d further, that thofe Metals once melted 
by the Heat. of the Sun, are not melted again without difficulty 
by ordinary Fire ; and that when they are diffoly’d, there are al- 
moft no Bubbles. He gives.us the Reafon of all thefe Phoenote- 
na, and fays inthe firft place, that in ordinary Fire the Flame is 
a Liquid, compos’d ‘of the Matter of Light and of the Oil ‘of the, 
Wood, whofe fubtil Parts are pufhed on all fides by the. Circum- 
ambient Air,and whofe Motion is much more augmented by the A- 
gitation of the Air, ot by. the Wind of Bellows. Thefe Parts by 
the Rapidity of their: Motion, caufe an intite difcompofition, or 2 
fimple fufion in the Bodies upon which they a€&. In the diffolwa- 
ble Bodies there remains greater or leffer Interftices, in* pro~ 
rtion to the greatnefS of the Flame by which they were dif-’ 
lv'd. : y Mey ier 
“But for the Fire of the Sun; it is all‘composd of the Sanple 
Matter of: the Light, not mix’d with the Oil of any foreign Bi 
dies : Its Parts are much lef$ than thofe of the Flame, which-is. 
grofs Mixture.. So the Fire of the Sun has no need ‘of the Air 
to aflift its Operation, as Culinary Fire. has. ~ It burns equally inva. 
Vacuum, and.in a free Air, the {abel y of its Parts leaves only in 
the Metals‘that ic diflolves, very tin Interftices,; whereas ordi- 
nary Fire leaves very great ones, Thefe Interftices are fill’d with’ 
the Parts of ‘the Fire that remain in *enr : Which is evident from 
@riny Experiments. | yer 
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1. By. the fwelling again of the Metals, which happens when 
being beat they are put to the Fire; fo as a piece of the Metal in 
that Condition cannot pafs thro’ a Hole where it paffed before : 
which happens only becaufe the; {mall Particles of the Metal that 
were jourd by the Hammer are feparated by the Flame... 
~2. By the Weight which. calcin’d .Minerals acquire, in. the 
Fire. 

3. By the Acidity of fome Metals when they come out of a 
Fire of Seacoal or Chascoal which {moaks much. 

This difference being eftablifh’d betwixt the Fire ‘of the Sun 
and ordinary Fire, which confifts in this, That the Parts of the 

‘firft being more fubtile, leave very finall Interftices or Pores in the 
Metal; and: thofe of the other being more. grofs, leave greater 
Pores. M. Homberg givesan Account of the Reafons why Me- 
tals diffolv’d by the Sun are fo hayg. to be diffolv’d again by Cu- 
linary Fire; and. that is, that the Pores: being lef, give Paflage 
with great difficulty to the grofs Parts of the Flame. . The fame. 
Metals being diffolv’d, and efpecially, Gold, make very few Bub- 
bles, becaufe the Points of the Spirit of Salt, which diffolve the 
Gold, entring the Pores of the Metal, muft expel the Foreign 
Matter ;, and fince there’s but little of that inGold melted by the 
Heat of the Sun, they muft when they iffue form but very few. 
Bubbles;, and that’s the Reafon why we fcar¢e. perceive any.. 


M. Homberg made another remarkable Obfervation, which is, 
That the GlafS,of Gold is, lighter than a like quantity. of Gold: 
Which happens thus; Gold, as.other Minerals, being compofed . 
of Mercury, ,Metailick Salphur, and, Earthy, Matter, the firft be- 
ing Volatile, lenganen tb Toit by Violencesand by. the fubtlety 
of its Rays, and: occalions this diminution of Weight that is ob- 
fery'd in the GlafS of. Gold. .The.Sulphurs which are moft fix'd, 
continue in the Earthy Parts.and diffolve and.vitrifie. , Silver does. 
not vitrifie, becaufé the. Mercury being exha}d our ofsit, there’s. 
nothing left -almoft but afort of Eatth.,.which fhews that it 
contains JefS. Sulphur, than Gold, does... Silver that has paffed. 
through Antimony vitrifies, becaufe it.retains its Sulphurs, which. 
melting with.its Earth, form a GlafS that ealily diffipates, be.. 
caufe the Sulphuss of the Antimony are very, Volatile. 

M. Homberg concluded by giving em great Hopes, which were- 
joyfully entertain’d, of his compofing a new Natural Philofophy.

Then M. Toxrnefort read the Obfervations he made in his Voy- 
age to the Levant, onthe Stones of the Labyrinth of Candia. 

his isnot the ancient Labyrinth built by Dedelus, which Virgil 
mentions, fince .P/my tells us'there was no Remains of it in his 
Time. But iv’s.a ruttical Cavern, the Entry.'to which is féyen or 
eight Paces wide, and cannot be entred without ftooping. This 
Cavern is divided into an infinite number of Paths, whick form a 
real Labyrinth, out of which it would be impoffible to retire, if 
ene go rafhly into it. 

M, Tournefort, who had a great defite to come out again, took 
all imaginable Precautions “for that End. He had féveral Com- 
panies with him, fome fcatter’d cut Straw as they went forwards, 
others plac’d numbred Papers, others ‘Bundles of "Thorns ; and 
befides all this, he left fome at the Entry of the Cave with Or- 
ders, that in cafe he did not-return by fach an hour; they fhould 
go to the next’ Town, and enquire for-thofe that were well ac- 
quainted with all the Turnings of ‘the Labyrinth, to’ fetch him 
out. ts Pos ie SS ta Re BLE e 

Ir-appears that the Turnings of this Cavern have been form’d 
by Nature, and improv’d by Art.» For all the Walls ate cut by a 
a Plummet, and there is a Place where he was oblig’d to creep 
on his Hands and Feet, which was perhaps'left fo, to fhew Po- 
fterity what» the reft wasonce. ‘There’s‘no probability, accord- 
ing to M. Tournefort, that this Cavern was formerly a Quarry, 
becaufé it’s not poffible, they could draw Sfotes from the bot- 
tom‘ of this Cave, which is above four thoufand Paces deep, and 
that they could bring them through fuch long Turnings, and efpe- 
axed through ‘that Place where one cannot paf$ but on all 
The Place is extream dry, ard there’s no Place to be feen where 
the Water filtrates thro’ the Stones, as we fee in moft Caverns. 
M. Tournefort fays we may make fomething like it in the Clefts 
of the neighbouring Hills, and efpecially in the Clefts of Mount 
Ida 3 -that at the Ponde de Cée there is a Cavern which-is made 
in the:Form of an Amphitheatre. :

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According to'M. Tournefort’s Ovsfervation, the Stones of this 
Labyrinth of Candia grow infenfibly, from whence he draws the 
Proofs of his Syitem, ‘that Scones have a vegetative Lifr as well 
as Plants. He obferv’d that the Names which have been engrz- 
ved on fome Places of the Walls of that Cavern, inftead of’ re- 
maining hollow, are fill’d up with a fort of embroidery of two 
or three Lines thick, and make {0 many Bas-reliefs. The Marter 
is a whitifh feale, though the Stone be grey: M. Dournefort has 
compar’d it with thole Callofities or hard Matters, which grow 
between Bones and to the Barks of Trees. He fays its noching 
but the nourifhing Juice Which is extravafited and  congeal’d on 
the Surface of thofe Stones. 

He proves his Opinion by Examples taken from feveral forts of 
Stones, which he demonftrated to the: Auditory. He fhow’d an 
Eagles Stone, on which there appears a Soulder of the like Nature, 
becaufe having been broke asa growing, the nourifhing Juiee of 
the fame Stone had produc’d inwardly a fort of Calfofity. — In 
one of thofe Stones of the Indies, wherein we find Chry(tals and 
fmall. Diamonds, ‘he fhow’d Places re-united by a natural Callo- 
fity ; fuch as is in Animals and Trees, which cannet proceed but 
from the nourifhing Juice which fills up the hollow Holes, having 
been carried from the Roots to the Surface. Thefe Stony Plants 
that abound fo in the Indies, and of which they -make Lime’ grow 
like Cockles by the help.of the-nourifhing Juice. 

Perhaps Stones multiply like Plants, and-have'’a Germ, from 
whence thoy fpring) The Stones:we call the ‘Cornesd* Anton 
may féerve for a Proof.of this. Wemay- fuppofe' this Germ to 
be of the Nature of thofe. of Muthroom amt-other Plants, whofe 
Seed we know not. For there is no probability that the different 
fortsof Stones are form’d in Molds; fince notwithftanding all the 
the’ Enquires.he made, he could not find any firch fort of Mofds: 
Moreover he cannot conceive how a Mold alone can form .a Stone, 
fuch:as they call’d Corne a’ Amon, which'is turn’d fpirally, and 
whofe Joints are conne&ted by a Suture like that-of' the Bones 
of the Skull: The Jewifh Stones which cut. obliquely, and are 
of the Nature of Talc,:fince we make Plaifters of them, are’ no 
more like to come outof a Mold. He fays.the fatne of. the 
Toad-ftone, Eagle-ftone, Bologna-ftone, Marcafites or Fire-ffoncs, 
Agate Deutrites; &c. he fays all thefé Stones have their parti-

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Rock Chryftals may likewife be'form’d of a Germ. There are 
feveral forts of them, fome are cut into three Panes, others into 
five, others again into fix or feven: This is not the effect of a 
Chryftallation ; for we fee them come out from ail Parts in Pie- 
ces of all fizes, There are fome that weigh 60 /, can we think 
they were Chryftalliz’d? If it were fo, the Matter which form’d 
them abounding fo much would fhed it felf ali at once, and ra- 
me produce a piece of Ice, than a piece of Chryftal cut in 

anes. 

M. Tournefort thinks that Rock Chryftal grows much like the 
Teeth: That at frft it forms a Cafe which they afterwards bring 
to a certain fize, He iays the fame thing. of the Chryftals of 
Alencon and Medoc, and of thofe he found in the Levant in the. 
Clefts of certain Stones. Then he fpoke of Flints, which cover 
the Plain of Salon in Provence, in fuch great Numbers, there could 
not be fuch vaft Quantities there, if new ones were not daily 
produc’d, and probably by the affiftance of Germs, which abound 
ia this Plain. : 

He confirms this by an Obfervation formerly made by M. Pei-: 
refes who wafhing himielf one day in the Rhome near Avignon, 
felt at the bottom of the Water rugged, flabby, Bodies, of the. 
Conliltenee of hard Eggs, which afterwards became Flints, both 
thofe that remained in the River, and thofe he brought away with: 
him. He thoughr.they were caft out of the: Earth in that. Condi- 
tion by fome Earthquake, cate? oh 

M. Tournefert added, thatin an Ifland of the Archipelago 
call’d Amtiparos, becanfeoppofite tothe famous Ifle of Purosy.. 
there is a Grotto.coverd with furprizing: Congelations. He faw 
there a piece of Marble fix Foot long, which look’d like the 
Trunk of.a Tree cut down,wherein he obferv’d Threads which go 
from the Center to the Circumference, and it’s: probable that it.

He found likewife in the, {me-place.a Piramid with regular. 
‘Ornaments refembling Colly-Flowers,which could:notbe abfo-  - 
lutely form’d by the falling of the Drops of Water.. Bar M. . 
Lourne fort. catricd his Opinion yet farther, »and faid that Metals - 
are vegetable, which he prov'd by. fhowing,.a Srone, where very 
fine Gold pufh’d forth little Leaves,and another’ where there-is ve-- 
ty. pute Stlver, which has fmall Fireads asif ithad pafs’d through - 
the Wire-drawing Inftrament. He faid they have alba Germ, . 
weherein they are arfirftincluded in Miniarure,as aaatdti.

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He added, That this Opinion was not new, fince P/iay affures 
us that there are Stones which produce Stones, and that Se.Gre- 
gory Nazianzen in his Poem on Virginity fays, That all Creatures, 
even Stones themfelves, make Amours ; which Uniformity in 
all Creatures, fays M. Tourncfort, is a Mark of the Wifdom and 
Greatnefs of God ; and there is no more difficulty in comprehend- 
ing that a Rock was at firft contain’d in Miniature in a Germ, 
than in conceiving that the Unicorn or Narval, which is a Fifh 
of 14 Foot long, can be included in 2 Germ, which is not a quar- 
ter of a Lire. As for the Flints that are loofe upon the Earth, 
M. Tournefort thinks they are with refpe€t to other Stones, as 
Muthrooms are to other Plants, 

This Difcourfe concluded the Seffion. Abbot Bignon faid 
jokingly to M. Tournefort, That he fent him into the Levant to 
feek for Plants and he had brought Stones, but that he had not 
deceiv’d him fince he had made Plants of them. 

M. Amontons had brought a new fort of Thetmometer of his 
own Invention, which fhew’d the Degrees of Heat in all forts of 
Places, and muft needs be of great Ufe to thofe who ufe that In- 
ftrument in their Obfervations; for by this means they may ufé 
it notwithftanding the diftance of Places and difference of Cli- 
mates. M. Amontons had not time to give a Defeription of this 
new Thermometer and its Ufes,

Our Author de, 
clares himfelf to be one of thofé Philofophers that are’ called 
Ecclettives, becaufe without adhering to any Sett, ne ifefs to 
fele&t what is good in all, to convertit to their own Ufe, and to 
add to it their own private Difcoveries. So that we are to ¢x- 
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pe& to fiadsin this Treatife,, what M. Baddé thinks moft true’ and 
uleful, in all. che Writings. of Philofophers that he has confulted , 
and as he feems t6 have a nice Tafte and folid Judgment, we are 
to think that he has for the moft part chofen well; and that his 
Book.contains, the. Marrow of the Philofophers that have gone 
before him,, It’s true, that as. this Trearife is but-an Abridgment, 
he. can neither quore his Authors, nor-explain things. largely — 
enough to be underflood by thofe thar never.yet ftudied. Philofo- 
phy. . We are.to look upon this Treatife as a fort of Text; which 
contains the. fubttance.of what.our Author; explains. to his. Pu- 
pils,. Such asare already, Philofophers, may by reading this-Treas 
uilé, which will require but a tew. hours, renew in, their Minds 
a general dea ot the Principal.

The Logick of the Judicious Clawbenge, tbe Art.of Thinks 
ing, the Search, after Truth by. Father Malebranch, Lock of Hu- 
man,Underflanding, M: le Clerc’s. Logicks and Criticks, and. the 
General and, Reafonable Grammar, feem to have, been the chief 
Fountains: from whence. he, has drawn this, efpecially the Art of 
Thinking. He is ot Mr: Lock’s Opiniop about the nature.of Sub, 
ftances, which he thinks. we know not, having clear diftine&t Idea’s 
of only the Moods or Accidents. they..are cloath’d. with. _ This 
Opinion may partly proceed from an ancient Opinion of Arz/lo- 
tie, which is not quite deférted; wz, That Philofopher plac’d 
in the Rank of Accidents or. Moods feveral Beings that are seab . 
Subfiances, either becaufc. his, idea's were not. very. clear on that 
Head,,or that he explain'd hamfelf obfeurely :.¢€.£ Quantity and . 
weit of its ‘Species, which he has, diftigguith’d from Corporeal . 
tance, tho’ they are no ways diffinct from it. Perhaps this 
Prejudice is the caufe, that when we fee length, breadth and:

Our Author honours the Cynic Phylofophers very much ;~ every 
one knows they held that there was nothing fhameful. He pre- 
tends that they advance’d this Paradox only to make chofe Peoplé 
afham’d, who placing Vertue in a fair outfide, conceal’d the grea- 
teft Enormities under that Veil. Speaking of Muebiave/ and the 
Machiavelijfts, among whom Thomas Hobbs holds the chief Place, 
our Author days that Jta/ran Politician taught no»new thing, and 
that his great Crime was to reduce into Precept that whicit 
others:had always put in Pra€tice. He tells usthat fome Perfors 
have accufed. M. Puffendorf of following Hobbs’s Sentiments in 
his Treatife of the Rights of Nature, which oblig’d féveral learned 
Germansto write on that Subje&t; but he: confeflés» thae-moft 
of °em kept to Generals, which fignifie almoft ‘nothing, and ‘that 
few of them advanc’dany thing New. 

The Idea that he gives us of an Eccle€tif Philofopher is this’: 
He only is worthy of that Name,.who*having carefully examin’? 
the nature of every- thing, lays. down. Principles, by means of 
which he examines.all that the other Philofophers have taughr; 
and .allows that which he finds agteeable to the-Principle ‘he has 
laid down. Such'a Philofopher differs vaftly from thofe wretched

-But to pretend after all that the mere found of Trumpets 
and cry of Troopscan over-turn the Walls of a Town, ‘is what

dedoth not only confute thofe People, but makes alfo pleafane 
Railleriesagain{t thofe who pretend there was nothing fupernato- 
ral in the Fallof the Walls of Fericho.. He fays our modern Ge- 
netals are at a world of unneceffary Expence in taking Towns if 
the Shouts of their Armies could over-turn Walls. Our Men 
now a days have as good Lungs as the I/raelites, and Nature 
ating always in a uniform manner we ought to expett it fhould 
produce the fame effets. After all, if what Abzrbane/ has ob- 
ferv’d be true, F. Merfenne and M. Morboffius have taken a preat 
dealof needlefs Pains. That Rabbi alledges, that the Cry of the

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The laf€ Annotations of our Editor, which, among others, 
we think fit to give you an Account of, are thofe that -are 
made on the §th, 6th, and 7th Chapters of Dr. Bull's Judge 
ment of the Catholick Church upon the Neceffity of Believe 
ing, That Jefos Chrift was truly God. With réfpe® to thefe 
Notes, Mr. Grafcome vpon perufal of them is pléafed to fay, That 
they deferve to be Printed in Letters of Gold: But how fat this 
Extraordinary Character given of the Annotator’s Performance 
in this point ought to be Credited, we'give leave to dir Lean) 
ed Readers to be Judges; by the Account we fhally with aii 
the Impartiality imaginable, give of it. 

Thefe Annotations were, it feems, Penn’d chiefly in Oppofition 
to what the Ingenious Mr. King, in his late Hiftory of the Apo 
ftle’s Creed had maintain’d, v2. That a great many Articles 
of the Creed, were not Compos’d by the Apoftles themfelves 
(and it would be a hard matter to prove that they’ were fo ) 
fince fome of thenr wefe” drawn up from time 3 time, ™ 
order to confate fich Heéfefies, as were from time to time 
broachd againft the Chriftian Faith. However our Annotator, 
Mr. Grabe, in his Annotations on this Subject, has undertaken to 
evince, that'al] the Articles of the Creed, weré received by' the 
Catholick Church, before’ the Nicene Council, except thefe two, 
which relate to the Defcent of Chriff into Hell, and to the Cosnmnni- 
on of Saints, And here he engages likewife with Epi/copins, 
who maintain’d, that it was only required at Baptifm to fay, /de- 
lieve in God the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft. 1n oppofition to this 
Mr. Grabe endeavours to prove thefe two Propofitions, (1.) That 
the very firft rude Draught of the Apoftles Creed, ‘ufed ia the 
Adminiftration of Baptifin by the Ancients contained a great deal 
more init, thart Epifcopixs’s Gorifeflion, I believe in the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoft.  (2:) That this Creed immediately receiv’d 
fuch Additions, that even in the Times of the Apoftles, and by 
their Authority, or at lealt Permiffién, it increas’d to that whic 
‘is commonly call’d the Apoftles Creed,'and had all the Articles in it 
‘but two, concerning the Defcent of Jefus Chrift into Hel}, and the 
Communion of Saints. ~ saves a Bh 
Ia Order to prove thefe two Propofitions, and to fet them ina 
Clear and full Light, our Annotator lays down thefe two Hypo- 
théfes or Suppofitions.’- (t.) That the Primitive Chriftians, whe- 
ther Converted from Jadaifm or Heéathenifin; in their Solemn 


Profeflion of Faith, before Baptifmr, whether by their own laclt- 
} Liii 2 ' patlon, 
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nation, or by -the Command of the Apoftles,. did always obferve 
that Method, which Reafon it felf and the conftant Pradtice of all 
times diGated to thofe-who went over from-one Set to another, 
viz. That they fhould confefs the Truth of the Fundamental Ar- 
ticles. of the Ghurch, to which they were admitted, in oppofition 
to the Principal Errors of that Se&t, which they had relinguih’d. 
(2) That thofe Primitive Believers teftified their Affent to the 
Articles of the Chriftian Faith, which they were taught in their 
Catechifm, before they received the Sacraments: and that thefe 
Articles were not drawn, up, purely to be. learned by Heart; but 
openly to be profefled by the Mouth. —__- | 

After he has premis’d thus much, Mr, Grabe goes on to what 
he principally defign’d, viz. to treat more particularly of the 
Three chief Articles of our Faith, relating to God the Father, 
God the Son, and God the Holy Ghoft. : 

‘As to the firft of thefe Articles, J believe in God the Father, h 
obferves,. That immediately after the Converfion of the Heathens 
to the Chriftian Faith, Additions were made to it in thefe or the 
like Terms, the one, the Almighty God, Creator of Heaven and Earth. 
This our Annotator proves from the Hypothefes he before 
laid down. For (fays he) the Chief Error of the Heathens, 
at leaft of the Vulgar among them was mavdeom, or,their No- 
tion of many falfe Gods, of whom one had. the Command of 
the Heavens, another of the Earth, another of the Sea, cc. 
and their Superftitious and various Adoration of them. On the 
contrary, the firft and principal Article of the Chriftian Faith re- 
lates to the ONE GOD, upon whom. all things in Heaven, 
in Earth, and.in Sea depend. - : Niel 


But whereas it may be objefted, that the Heathens themfelves 
acknowledg’d one Supreme God; on whom all things; depen- 
ded, and that. there was no occafion, when they were Con- 
verted to Chriftianity, that they fhouldmake a Publick Profeflion of 
fuch. a Truth as they own’d before: To this .Mr. Grabe 
Replies ,. That. this - indeed , is true, , with refpe&,. to 
the .Philofophers and Learned Men among the Gentiles, ,but 
not with Refpec& to the Vulgar among them, moft. of .whom 
were wholly ignorant of the one true-GOD, and of his Om- 
nipotence; and therefore they at leaft were oblig’d to make 
fuch a publick Profeflion of their Belief in. Ove God Almighty 
Maker of Heaven and Earth, Hence. it is. that. Mr. Grabe de- 
clares he canaot fubfcribe to the Opinion of feveral Hennes 
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Men, who: fuppofe that the foremention’d Claufe was added to 
this firft Article of the Creed in the Second Century, upon the 
Account ‘of fome Hereticks, fuch. as the Valentinians,.. Marcio- 
nites, and-others, the Spawn of the Gnofticks ; who, as Jrenans, 
Tertullian, and others maintain’d, did deny the Unity and Omni- 
tence of the Godhead. . Since (as he obferves) thofe very Fa- 
thers of the Church in.their Writings againft the Hereticks 
have urgd the Confeflion of God the Creator, as an Article 
of Faith receiv’d from. the.Apoftles themfelves.. Thus for in- 
ftance, Jreneus Book1..Chap. 1. after he has mention’d ziy xa 
piya. Tis canddas akrnpny ey det o% Bawlisual@ ANG? , regulam vers- 
tatis immeobilem, quam per baptifmum (quifq,) accepit, in the very 
next Chapter fubjoins that Rule with this Preface to it: # uty 
yap Exxrtoia naiteg nad bats. crits cineuivas. bos mtedrov tis ys ddeowsen 
pevn Tar detay.

This (adds.he).they wou'd never have done, had not this Claufe 
been made/in. the Apoftolical times: , Therefore, concludes hey 
this;Claufe was,added to the Creed not by Bihops in, Oppo-. 
fition to the Doécine of .Hereticks,, but. by the Apoftles in 
Oppolition to. the.Error of the Heathens concerning their many 
Gods. ‘ : 
- As to the Second main Article of the Creed, Mr. Grabe tells 
us that. Epé/copius, was inthe wrong, when he aflerted that the 
bare: Title of Son was all that was us’d, in that Article? Since 
it appears from,the Profeflion of the Ennuch, recorded Aits 8.37. 
that he exprefly fays, 7 delseve that Fefus Chrift is the Son of God. 
Nor does be think that this Form of profefling Faith in the 
Son of God. was all that. was done by the Eanuch; fince tho’ 
St.. Luke only .relates thofe Words pronounc’d by, him, yet is

feffion of his‘Faith. This he thinks to be undeniable; becante 
St.'Lwke in other Places of thé .4és gives us not a full Relation, 
but’ ‘a Summary Account only of the Apoitles preaching and 
AGtions. “Remarkable is what he adds in the fame Place con. 
cerning three other Articles of our Belief relating to the Per- 
fon of Fefus Chrift, St. Pant (fays he) 1 Cor. 15. 3, 4. tells us, 
I deliver’'d unto you firft of al), that which I alfo receiv’d how 
that-Chrift died for’ our Sins, according to the Scriptures.’ And 
that he was buried and that he rofe again according to the 
Seriptures. From ‘hence Mr. Grabe conclides that thefe’ very 
Articles were ‘propounded to, and profeffed by all who were 
admitted as Chriftians by the facred Right of Baptifm. 
As to the other Articles of our Belief in Jefus Chrift concern. 
ine’ what follow’d his Refutrection, viz. his Afcenfion into Hea- 
vén, His fitting at the Right Hand of God the Father, arid ‘his 
ebming again to judge both the Quick and the Dead; thefe 
fays Mr. Grabe were either denied by, or wholly onknown to 
‘the Jews and Gentiles. Hence it isthat when our Saviour fpake 
‘of @ating his Flefh, and drinking his Blood, and his Difciples 
miftmard atit; that he faid uato them, Doth ‘this offend you? 
‘What, and if ye fhall fee the Son of Man Afcend up where'he was 
before?’ Asif his Afcetifion up into Heaven would feem' more ab- 
ford to them, ‘than ‘the Myftery of Eating his Flefh and Drinking 
his Blood. And hence itis that St. Perer, the Chief of the Apo- 
ftles, in his Difcourfes to the Yes and Gentiles, Recorded in the 
Als, Makes particular mention of Chrift’s Afcending into Hea- 
ven, Of his Exaltation at the Right-hand: of God, as having Do- 
nfitiion over all things, and of his coming again to Judge all’ Men 
both Quick'and Dead. From ali this Mr. Grabe concludes, that 
the new Converted Jews and Genriles, at their Baptifm made a Pub- 
lick Profeflion of thofe Articles of Faith. Upon this Account he 
fays, That he cantiet fubfcribe tothe Opinion of a late’ Léattied’ 
Author, who in*his Hiftory: of the Apoftle’s Creed, tells us, That 
the Article concening our Savionr’s Afcenfion, feems to lave 
-btén added ‘to the Creed in the fecond Century, in oppofition to 
Apelles the Difciple of Adarcion : of whom the Author of the Ap- 
pendix to Terrullian’s Book de prafcript. adverfis Hever. Cap. 5 tt 
niakes mention in thefe words: Chriftum neque in Phaxtafimate dicit 
fuiffe; Vicut’ Marcion, weque in [ubftantia veri Corporis, ut Evangeli= 
ucm docet’; fel in ¢o quod e Superiorions partibus defcenderet ipfo, defcen- 
[i-fideream fibi Carnem G actream contexuiffe: hunc in refurrettione 
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fragulis GuibH] que Elementis, que in defcenfu [uo mutuata fuiffitnr, in 
afcen{u reddiaifje, & fic difperfis quibufg, corporis fui Partibus in cela 
Spiritum tantum reddidiffe. . 

His Reafon for diffenting from. that Learned Commentator, is, 
becaufe by thefe very Words juft cited, and by the Teftimony ot 
others of the Fathers, itappears, that Apelles didnot deny the Af- 
cenfion of Chrift into Heaven, but only the Afcenfion of the Fe/h 
of Chrift. If therefore, (as Mr. Grabe very prudently Argues) the 
Primitive Fathers had added this Article to the Creed, in order to 
explode the Error of 4pelles, they would not have meerly faid, he 
Afcended into Heaven, but would, as’ Z-encss expreflés it, have 
maintain’d, Tily €vowensy is TEs Begt ts avarny, the Aftenfion. of 
his Flefh into Heaven. 

We fhall not enlarge any farther on thefe Judicious Remarks of 
Mr, Grabe, fuppofing we have faid enough on them, to give the 
Learned a Tafte of his Extraordinary, Performance; and therefore 
we fhall haften to prefect you with fome fhort Accountof.Dr. Bul’s 
Tract, never Publith’d before, and Intituled, Primitiva G Apofte- 
lica Traditiv Dogmatis in Ecclefia Catbolica.recepti, De Jefn Ch 
Servatoris Nofiri Divinitate, &c. er 2 a, :
